In 1908 a small band of motorists set out from 
New York on the most ambitious auto race on 
record, bound westward for Paris via San Fran- 
cisco, Japan, Vladivostok, Moscow and Berlin. 
Six cars entered, three finished and the winner 
was American, a Thomas Flyer, whose crew 
took detailed pictures to record their trails and 
triumph for posterity. Lost soon after the race, 
the photographs were only recently rediscoy- 
ered and are now published here. 

Except for the San Francisco-Vladivostok 
lap which they traversed by boat, the cars had 
to drive all the way. The crew of the Thomas 
dug their 60-hp chain-driven horseless carriage 
through four-foot snowdrifts in New York, 
hauled it through axle-deep Lowa “gumbo,” 
lowered it down embankments in Wyoming. 
In Vladivostok the race almost became an in- 
ternational scandal when a French crew cor- 
nered the gasoline market. In Siberia roads 
were nonexistent so the three remaining cars 
drove on the railbed of the trans-Siberian rail- 
road, giving right of way to trains and ripping 
over the ties at 10 mph because at any slower 
speed the wheels locked between the ties. 

The Thomas Flver covered the 13,000 land 
miles—8,000 of them in low gear—in 68 days 
driving time. A German crew beat them by four 
days to Paris but suffered a penalty of 15 days 
for shipping their auto by rail from Pocatello, - ee ee Fe:

The greatest metal hunt ever known to man is 
on and the largest number of prospectors in his- 
tory have joined the search, Along with thou- 
sands of full-time uranium prospectors in the 
U.S. and Canada, some 10,000 people spend 
weekends tramping the hills for uranium—and 
vacation will swell the numbers.

been found in the coastal plains of Texas, 


the hills around Spokane, the Sierra Nevadas. 

But while traces of uranium are every- 
where, commercial deposits are frustratingly 
few. The amateur prospector’s minimum re- 
ward is an exciting—if sometimes danger- 
ous—outdoor adventure and there 1s always 
the chance he will make that rare, bonanza 
discovery.

AS THOUSANDS GO PROSPECTING 
A NEW INDUSTRY OUTFITS THEM 


The great uranium hunt has brought a suddenly burgeoning uranium 
equipment business. Many of the companies which now outfit prospec- 
tors did not exist LO years ago. Firms like Precision Radiation Instru- 
ments of Los Angeles and Nuclear Instrument & Chemical Corporation 
of Chicago, which make the radiation counters required for uranium 
hunters, have been formed since then and reached million dollar success. 

At first uranium gear moved through traditional mining equipment 
channels, but the vast amateur turnout has changed all that. Sears, Roe- 
buck and Montgomery Ward now list Geiger and scintillation counters in 
their catalogs and report sales are skyrocketing. Clothing makers, re- 
sponding to the amateur boom, have created dudish prospecting costumes 
(above), wearing which will harm no one. With this equipment searchers 
have to know what uranium ores look like. This is on the next page.

Having been outfitted (pp. 26-27) and having 
learned what uranium ore looks like (pp. 26- 
29), the amateur prospector is now set for 
field trips—by auto and on foot rather than 
by the airborne means the professional can 
afford. The old prospector’s answer that “Gold 
is where you find it” is even truer of uranium. 
WHERE TO LOOK. Three general areas in 
which chances of finding uranium are best are: 
1) places, as shown on the map, where ura- 
nium has already been discovered in commer- 
cial quantities; 2) places where other metals 
have been mined; 3) regions whose geological 
features resemble those of uranium country. 
WHOM TO ASK. Specific areas for prospect- 
ing can often be selected through the use of 
information from the AEC, which includes 
monthly reports on the AEC’s airborne radia- 
tion survey. Any serious prospecting should 
begin with a visit to the nearest AEC office for 


a helpful, last-minute briefing on the area. 
WHERE YOU CAN PROSPECT. This a 
complex question. Much of the uranium ter- 
rain in the United States is public land, on 
which you can prospect freely. National parks 
and monuments, however, are off limits to 
prospectors and from time to time the AEC 
has withdrawn areas of public land from entry 
by prospectors. On Indian reservations per- 
mission to prospect must be obtained from the 
tribal council, On any private land anywhere, 
you must have the owner’s permission to pros- 
pect or run the risk of finding uranium and 
being unable to mine it. 
WHAT ABOUT CANADA? Here, as in the 
U.S., prospecting by amateurs is encouraged 
and counseled by the government and much 
of the best uranium terrain is public land.

USING A COUNTER TAKES SKILL, 
PROVING A MINE TAKES MONEY 


The great myth of the uranium rush has been that all a prospector need 
do is wave a radiation counter until it lights up, tinkles or flips its dial. 
In practice, prospecting with a Geiger or scintillation counter takes skill 
and knowledge. 

A counter always registers some radioactivity, which is called the 
background count and is caused by cosmic rays and traces of radioactive 
elements. A prospector must check this changing count once an hour or 
whenever he reaches a new terrain. Only when the counter registers dou- 
ble or triple the background count is there cause for excitement. Even 
these high ratings may be premature, for it is not the uranium itself 
which produces the measurable radiation but so-called daughter elements 
formed by uranium disintegrating. A high reading may mean the presence 
of commercially useless daughter elements—and no uranium at all. 

Having encountered a high reading, the prospector should then take 
methodical readings to map out the extent of the radioactive area. At 
intervals rock samples should be taken (top /eft) and carefully identified, 
As one of its many services for prospectors, the AEC will assay a limited 
number of rock samples. So will the U.S. Geological Survey, some min- 
ing schools and some private firms. Staking a claim (eff) is a complex

The prospector should be familiar 
with local law before starting out. 

Having decided a potential deposit of uranium ore exists, the prospec- 
tor’s trials have only begun. Today almost all discoveries require exten- 
sive—and expensive—drilling (opposite page) to determine their true 
size. 'To raise the money, a prospector can sell a part interest in his claim, 
form a corporation and sell stock or, in some cases, borrow from banks. 
For particularly significant finds, development loans may be granted by 
the Defense Minerals Exploration Administration. However raised, it 
will probably take at least $45,000 for the prospector to learn if he has

EDITORIAL 


TRUCE . 


. AND OPPORTUNITY 


AFTER TEN YEARS, IT 1S TIME FOR THE WEST TO NEGOTIATE FROM ITS REAL STRENGTH 


The year 1955, ending the first decade of the postwar era, is 
evidently also to witness the first serious diplomatic encoun- 
ter between the West and Moscow. The U.S5., Britain and 
France have invited the Russians, who have been acting as 
though they would welcome it, to a parley “at the summit.” 
The Cold War gives every sign of becoming a cool truce. 

Why? What conspiracy of circumstances is making this 
happen in 1955, rather than 1950 or 1960? Of the many pos- 
sible explanations, two stand out. 

First, Europe wants it that way. Europe is too veined with 
its own little tensions to support the One Big Tension much 
longer. During most of this decade it has been held together 
by two things and two things only: its fear of the Red army, 
and its need of more dollars than it could earn. The dollars 
were supphed by the Marshall Plan. The fear was sublimated 
into NATO. This indispensable organization would not exist 
except for American leadership and American arms. Arms 
aside, Europe is now earning its own dollars. The ogre Stalin 
has been dead for over two years. And now the menacing 
Red army, as dramatized by its willingness to withdraw from 
Austria, is regrouping into what appears to be a strictly de- 
fensive line in Eastern Europe. Small wonder that Europe 
has fallen in love with such peace and prosperity as it has. 

Consider the signs: 

» The “toughest” anti-Communist nation, Germany, Is di- 
vided and wants reunification so badly that even Adenauer 
must join the cry to negotiate with East Germany’s occupiers. 
>» No French government dares confess any other goal than 
negotiations, 

> Britain’s Tories hope to win this month’s elections by 
proving that their zeal to negotiate matches Labor’s. 

> Italy's huge left wing, and a big chunk of its right wing, 
hails the new president, Gronchi, because he favors and prac- 
tically personifies “distenstone”’ (unlaxing). 

» Austria’s leaders, fresh from the vodka-pots of Moscow, 
shout to all Europe: “It can be done!” 


When Europe was scared and poor, Europe could act in 
unison and even take steps toward organic unity. Now the 
old divisions reappear. The dream of European unity, which 
inspired the youth, the Christians, the idealists and the 
thinking anti-Communists of every European country, has 
evaporated (at least for the moment), leaving behind an in- 
complete coal and steel community and a handful of letter- 
head organizations. 

Beat Moscow? Sure-—but for Catholics, in such a way that 
freemasonry and liberalism don’t benefit; for Protestants, 
in such a way that Rome won't profit; for capitalists, in 
such a way that socialism won’t profit; for socialists, in such 
a way that “Wall Street” won't profit; for Frenchmen, in 
such a way that Germany won't profit; for Germans, uni- 
fication first. And so on. It was never easy for Europeans 
to transcend these old divisions. That is why Europe is tired 
of the cold war. 

The second reason 1955 looks like a year of truce is that 
Soviet Russia wants it. Why? Obviously Communism has 
much to gain by encouraging the disunity of Europe—espe- 
cially (and this is paramount with the Soviets) if this dis- 
unity will help postpone or frustrate the rearmament of Ger- 
many. But they probably have another motive. The evidence 
all points to serious economic, agricultural and hence politi- 
eal trouble behind the Iron Curtain. 

The arms race is telling on the’ Soviets. An atomic pro- 
gram is not peanuts; ours this year will take 9% of all the 


electric power in the U.S., and the Soviet economy is no 
match for ours. On top of their attempt to develop Siberia, 
supply China and keep their own consumers fooled if not 
happy, superarmament is too big a strain. As one student of 
Soviet statistics (Paul Wohl in the Christian Science Moni- 
tor) puts it, ‘Today the ‘disarray and confusion’ of which 
the party leaders warned the people at Stalin’s passing has 
come into the open in what was supposed to be the world’s 
only scientifically planned economy.” The farm crisis, pub- 
licly announced by Khrushchev in 1953, has since grown 
worse; peasants are leaving the collectives in great numbers. 
Exports promised China are lagging, emergency imports are 
rising, black markets are out of control, inflation Is increas- 
ing. Inevitably a faction in the Kremlin, perhaps a majority 
faction, wants a breathing spell, perhaps a long breathing 
spell. Russia may even want what has been called “a more 
stable context for its national life.” 

If this is the case, then surely the Soviets will pay a price 
for their breathing spell. If there ever was a time for the 
West not to feel on the diplomatic defensive, this is it. It is 
not just the Red army that is on the defensive; it is the 
whole Soviet system. The return of the Soviets to the realm 
of serious diplomacy gives the West only one thing to fear: 
that we may miss the opportunity to ask the price that would 
lead to real “coexistence” and peace. 


It is time for the West to remind itself what it really 
wants from the Soviets. Secretary Dulles, in an able talk to 
NATO last week, made a good start. He set forth the three 
major items on a realistic Western agenda for this Big Four 
conference. The first and most important item is disarma- 
ment and control of the atom. 

The Soviets have already opened the bidding on this one. 
Last week they announced as their own proposal a long list of 
disarmament ideas which had mostly been lifted from the 
previously secret discussions of the U.N.’s disarmament com- 
mittee. These proposals are made to sound as though the 
Soviets meant business, but they are defective in one key 
respect: inspection. The Soviets are still talking through 
an Iron Curtain which they seem to expect to keep forever 
in place. 

The Iron Curtain, along with the aggressions of the Red 
army, is the original source of the very “tensions” these talks 
are supposed to relieve, Even the atom is a cause of tension 
chiefly because of the tron Curtain, for it can not be really 
controlled until the curtain is lifted. The curtain is also the 
key to our other major demands on the Soviets. These are 
the reunification of Germany and the freedom of the other 
eastern European captive states. 

Europe has been Pavlovized by years of strain and propa- 
ganda into thinking that the Communists never retreat; that 
the way to negotiate with them is to lose a piece of your 
shirt. A truce so negotiated would merely give the Soviets 
time to surmount their present crisis and continue their 
superarmament. 

But Europe would be shocked into a rebirth of confidence 
at the sight of a truce negotiation in which our side won 
something important. The West is actually negotiating from 
strength; what it needs now is American leadership and con- 
viction to bring that result. This is no time to be reluctant 
in negotiations. [t is the time to crowd the Soviets; to push 
hard for the concessions on which a just and therefore stable 
peace can be built. The year of truce is a year of opportunity 
that may never come again,

TV catches a graft drama in Miami 


Without advance announcement, Miami's WTVJ. 
one evening last week, presented a crime film that 
was of more than usual interest because it showed a 
real crime actually taking place. It was of special 
interest to viewer Detective Edward J. Carberry of 
the city police force who, all unaware, saw himself 
as one of the alleged criminals. 

The film’s narrator explained that six weeks ear- 
lier a special crime investigator named Ben Mosco- 
vitz had rented adjoining rooms in the Capitol Hotel 
and, backed by the county solicitor’s office, started 
taking bets. Asked to help in the gathering of evi- 
dence of police corruption, WTVJ sent around a cam- 
era crew. Moscovitz shortly was visited by Detective 
Carberry and Sergeant James King.

§ FERRY PASSENGERS 
RE DUMPED INTO SEA 


Japanese fog results in collision and disaster 


Yasuichi Kashima, a museum curator of Takamatsu, was sitting on a 
ferry on Japan's Inland Sea thinking about his trip to Tokyo for an 
exhibit. His thoughts were shaken by a crash. He ran out on deck, saw 
that the ferry had been rammed by another boat, jumped over to the 
other boat and helped pull others across. Then he remembered the cam- 
era hanging around his neck, From his perch above the disaster, Kashima 
photographed the people as they were dumped into the water and the 
captain of the ferry ¥ ho stayed with his ship (below). 

The ferry was carrying 940 passengers. including over 350 students 
on school excursions. In a dense fog it had collided violently with a 
freight ferry only a mile from shore and in less than eight minutes went 
down. Some of the ehildren rushed into ce bins to salvage souvenirs and 
were trapped before they could get back to the decks. Others were simply 
too small to reach the life jackets kept on high shelves. Altogether more

MINISTERS GO BUMMING ON THE BOWERY 


Search for sermons takes pastors out into field 


As the energetic pastor of the Gladstone Methodist Church in Peapack- 
Gladstone, N.J., the Reverend William Lufburrow (right) goes all-out 
in his search for sermon material. Planning to preach on the paradox 
of poverty amidst plenty, he decided that his prosperous congregation 
should, as practical Christians, “understand the bum as well as the 
businessman. To understand the subject better himself, the Rey. Mr. 
Lufburrow came up with a bold if unministerial plan: to disguise himself 
as a bum and actually try the life of a bum on New York's Bowery. 
Told of the plan, another Methodist minister, the Reverend Herbert 
Morris of nearby Mendham, N.J., asked to come along too. For three days 
and four nights, the two men ate the Bowery's tasteless handouts, slept 
in decrepit dormitories and mingled with what the Rev. Mr. Lufburrow 
calls “the fraternity of drunkards, dopers and derelicts.”’ The ordeal left 
them exhausted but well briefed for some successful sermons (p. 76). 
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AT LECTERN in his church the Rev. AT PULPIT in his church the Rev.

A STAMPEDE INTO MARRIAGE IN INDIA 


The warning of an astrologer-priest pushes many thousands of adults and children into wedlock 


As the moon approached its full stage, many thousands of young people 
in the north Indian states of Delhi F< Rajasthan rushed into wedlock 
to beat a matrimonial deadline. The stampede resulted from a prediction 
by Mahant Raghvir Dass, Delhi's leading astrologer and head priest of 
the temple of Heciumnan, the Monkey God, Contemplating the heavens, 
Raghvir Dass had declared: the 13-month period beginning on May 5 
would be inauspicious for marriages. 

The word spread quickly. Parents hurriedly arranged marriages that 
were socially and economically suitable. A rash of matrimonial adver- 
tisements appeared in the newspapers: “Wanted young, beautiful, smart, 


educated bride for young qualified doctor having good income.” The Del- 
hi State Assembly adjonened to let members attend weddings. Goldsmiths 
worked day and night to manufacture elaborate wedding ornaments. 

In spite of the speed-up many weddings were still appropriately lavish. 
One Delhi manufacturer, celebrating the marriage of two daughters in 
a double ceremony, decorated a half-mile of roadway approaching his 
house with 30,000 colored lights. In as strology-conscious Rajas sthan: par- 
ents arranged more than 10,000 marriages between children, many still 
in the toddling stage. When at last the moon was full and the auspicious 


time for marriages was over, India’s nuptial fever came to an abrupt end.

Duncan Phillips moved 


COLLECTOR AND COLLEAGUE, Duncan and 
Marjorie Phillips are sole directors of the gallery. A 
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painter herself, Mrs. Phillips recently had an exhibi- 
tion of her work at Washington's Corcoran Gallery, 


From the sidewalk No. 1600 21st Street, N.W. 
in Washington looks like countless other of 
the city’s staid and somewhat cheerless houses 
left over from the 19th Century. Inside it is 
fabulously unlike any house in the capital, for 
in the comfortably furnished rooms hangs one 
of the greatest private art collections in the 
world. Adorning the walls of the Duncan Phil- 
lips home, which is now a public gallery, are 
masterworks of European and American paint- 
ers—Renoir and Ryder, Van Gogh and El Gre- 
co, Matisse and Marin—all hanging harmoni- 
ously in a setting of soft sofas, carpeted floor, 
book-strewn tables. 

Comparatively unknown even to Washing: 
tonians, the Phillips Gallery averages only a 
few hundred visitors a week. In 1920, when a 
wing was opened to the public, it was still the 
private home of Duncan Phillips, the grand- 
son of a wealthy Pittsburgh steel magnate, who 
had begun to buy art in 1914. Bv 1930 three 
floors of the house were so crowded with art 
that Phillips and his wife moved out in order 
to let the public move in, They left the furni- 
ture behind so that the viewers could feel— 
quite literally—at home with the art. . 

Today the Phillips collection numbers some 
1,500 paintings which, when not on view, cram 
every closet, bathroom and storeroom. A daily 
visitor to his own collection, Phillips, now 
68, seldom tires of his choices, With no trus- 
tees to please, he goes right on buying what- 
ever he likes, scouting shows, auctions and 
dealers’ stockrooms for art. “But,” he says, 
“the latest purchase is always my favorite.”

A new wheel from the Netherlands gives five pedalers a sociable ride

The Overpowering Dodgers 


A RECORD GETAWAY MAKES BROOKLYN A TERROR TO REST OF LEAGUE 


The Brooklyn Dodgers had become a terrifying thing for other National 
League teams to confront. On the mound thetr pitchers assumed unnatural 
proportions, looking huge and destructive, while the balls they threw 
seemed smaller and infinitely harder to hit. When a batter connected 
solidly, some kind of radar seemed to bring the Dodgers’ infielders in 
front of the ball, or some kind of levitation seemed to lift the outhelders 
up to snag drives that should have gone for extra bases. 

When they were up at bat the Dodgers did not seem to need hits to 
score runs. [They moved men around the bases by means of a walk, a bunt 


and a sacrifice fly. Or, to change things, they clouted one ball out of the 
park to win a game the opposition was sure it had sewed up. 

All this has resulted in one of the most spectacular felawavs In baseball 
history. The overpowering Dodgers won LO before losing a game, then 
plunged almost immediately into another winning streak of 11 games. 
Fans, alarmed lest Brooklyn break up the pennant race before it really 
began. breathed easier last week when the team headed West and lost two 
games ina row. But the whole league was still uneasy about this modern

Cool Manager 
in Full Charge 


The manager of the Dodgers, a 45-vear-old 
Ohioan, came up from the minors last vear to 
run a team that had won the previous pennant, 
Walter Alston proved a quiet, unassuming 
man throughout the season which found the 
disappointing Dodgers in second place and their 
manager a man nobody thought very much of. 

This spring, with the team riding high, as 
he found himself idolized by fans (bottom, 
opposite page) Alston was still quiet and given 
to talking himself down. “I didn’t do very 
much, he says, speaking of the team’s per- 
formance. “I didn't pitch a ball and [ didn't 
get any of those base hits.” 

He knew this kind of modest malarkey Walls 
beside the point. His moves were shrewd and 
calculated. He exploited a short training period 
to whip Brooklyn into top physical shape. 

When the season started, instead of waiting 
for his power hitters Alston had his Dodgers 
running. They were stealing bases and were 
carrying brashness further by going from first 
to third on infield outs. This chance-taking 
paid off against St. Louis when Brooklyn's win- 
ning run came without the help of any hits, 
Normally conservative, Alston was now using 
pineh-hitters for pineh-hitters and calling for 
pitchouts to catch enemy runners at second.

A New Pitching Coach 
Playing a Decisive Role 


The pitching staff is the main reason for the Dodgers’ improvement 
this year, and the main reason for the state of the pitchers is a leather- 
faced old catcher named Joe Becker. His job is to keep pitchers in shape. 
He began running Dodger pitchers last spring and has never stopped. 

Before each game Becker makes the pitchers sprint in the outfield. 
He has the knack of hitting fungoes just beyond their reach, causing 
them to run harder. ‘‘You see, legs are very important,” says Joe mildly. 
“Everyone thinks that if a pitcher has a good arm that’s all he needs.” 
The increased stamina of the staff is a natural result of Becker’s work. 
“It’s not that nobody ever thought of running pitchers before,” says 
pitcher Carl Erskine. “It’s just that Becker really made us stick to it.”

Pattern of campus marriage started by vets 


is becoming a permanent college way of life

IS name was Summers. Her name was 

Sweet. So when they went to their first 

freshman chemistry lab, they were as- 
signed to adjoining desks. This was at Cor- 
nell University, on a September afternoon 
three and a half years ago. 

Now it so happens that ever since the 
first coed set slipper on an American college 
campus in 1834 a good many young men 
and young women have been similarly ex- 
posed to each other, by a similar accident of 
alphabetical arrangement, at adjoining desks 
or lecture room seats. From the very begin- 
ning, it can safely be assumed, the juxtaposi- 
tion has resulted in a certain amount of flir- 
tation, possibly also in a number of casual 
dates to go canoeing or to a show. 

In the past, however, things most often 
stopped right there, for freshmen were hard- 
ly in a mood for serious romance and they 
thought of marriage, if at all, as something 
for the dim and distant future. Most gradu- 
ates over 35 would have a hard time remem- 
bering the names of the girls they sat next 
to as freshmen—or for that matter even as 
sophomores, juniors and seniors. 

Things have changed, as will be amply 
attested when Mr. and Mrs. C. Dwight Sum- 
mers walk up to get their diplomas at the 
ceremonies next month. The Summers and 
Sweet of that freshman lab course are now 
man and wife and might actually be called 
old married folk. When they go to the 
commencement exercises they will leave an 
1l-month-old daughter in the hands of a 
baby sitter—their campus baby-sitting ar- 
rangements (picture, above right) have been 
particularly ingenious—and sometime with- 
in the following few weeks Mrs. Summers— 
Deborah Sweet Summers, B.A.—will go off 
to the hospital to have her second child. 

The colleges today are full of people like 
the Summerses. The veterans who flocked 
back to college after World War IJ under 
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the GI Bill, taking their wives and babies 
with them, seem to have started something. 
Although those veterans are now gone, the 

‘temporary’ housing that was erected for 
their families is still occupied. As one college 
dean put it, ““We used to think we could 
foresee the day when we'd tear down these 
houses. Now we can’t imagine a time when 
we ll have enough of them.” 

At the University of North Carolina there 
is an average wait of a year and a half for 
space in the married housing units. Indi- 
ana University, which already has 800 trail- 
ers and apartments available for married stu- 
dents, is building 120 more apartment units. 
The University of Michigan, which used to 
provide its married veterans with temporary 
units built during the war for the Willow 
Run bomber plant, replaced these shacks 
with a dozen brick apartment buildings hold- 
ing 276 families, then had to add another 
100 units which will be finished shortly. 
Now it is planning another 300 units for 
completion by the fall of 1956, 


‘Engaged’ to ‘expectant’ 


i Michigan there is another sign of the 
times in the changes that have been 
made in the annual Senior Night Banquet. 
For years this affair has been given each 
spring for the girls of the eraduating class. 
In former days the girls used to be intro- 
duced in three groups: those who were for- 
mally engaged, those who were “pinned” 
(wearing a boy’s fraternity pin to indicate 
that they were, so to speak, engaged to be 
engaged) and those—the great “majority— 
who were at liberty. In recent years it has 
been necessary to add two more categories: 
the married girls and those not only mar- 
ried but pregnant as well. Out of 550 girl 
graduates at this year’s banquet, 15 acknowl- 
edged being in the last condition.

Babies have become a matter of general 
concern on the campus. Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, for example, proudly 
points out to prospective students that they 
will have the full benefit of a nursery school 
and a monthly medical clinic for babies. 
Cornell, on the other hand, has deemed it 
necessary to warn in the catalog that the 
$36 annual student medical fee definitely 
does not include obstetrical care. (Up to a 
few years ago, it would never have occurred 
to anybody to think that it might.) 

As more and more students are becoming 
spouses and parents, the whole social pat- 
tern of the campus is changing. The Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin has already noted a sharp 
decline in the number of dances, compensated 
for by a corresponding increase in attendance 
at such more sedate diversions as lectures, 
plays and concerts. Educators are even be- 
ginning to wonder about the fate of the 
fraternities and sororities, which depend for 
their financial support largely on the dues of 
the single students who live at the house. 

As can be seen from the statistics in the 
box. on page 156, marriage has been blos- 
soming on campuses of all sorts from one 
end of the nation to the other. 

The married student is more common in 
the graduate and professional schools; this 
only stands to reason, since here the stu- 
dents are older, but nevertheless is in itself 
a sharp departure from bygone days. One 
physician who entered the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Medicine in 1932 
vividly recalls a visiting lecturer who spoke 
on the subject of the life of a medical student. 
“This man began speculating on whether it 
might not be such a bad idea, seeing as we 
were all getting along into our 20s, to think 
of getting married without w vaiting for our 
M.D.s. He was never invited back.” 

Now an actual majority of the senior stu- 
dents in this particular medical school, as

well as in many other professional and grad- 
uate schools, are married, Often the wives 
work and help support the students while 
they get advanced degrees. There is even a 
| “degree” ” for such wives which has spread 
rapidly around the nation: Ph.T., or Putting 
Hubby Through. 

Among undergraduates as well, the trend 
is toward more and more marriages. Some- 
times. as in the case of the ners weet 
romance, boy student marries coed. Some- 
what more often—or at least apparently so; 
this whole phenomenon is so new that few 
reliable statistics are available—the boy stu- 
dent marries a home town girl and sets her 
up in an apartment near the campus. The 
sirl student marries a somewhat older man, 
thes from the same college or from ihe 
home town, and stays to get ae degree while 
he serves his two o years in the Army. 

At first, when marriage was just beginning 
to flourish on the campus, it was only the 
seniors who dared take the step. Now the 
juniors, sophomores and even freshmen are 
falling in line. A professor at one eastern 
university said recently, “It was only a 
few years ago that we thought of the fresh. 
man ‘boy as a baby who could barely find his 
own way to classes. This year we were only 
moderately surprised when one 18- year-old 
freshman showed up with a wife and a child.” 


Contagious custom 


HAT about the future? The admin- 
istrators of the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles probably have the right 
idea. They expect the proportion of married 
students to rise by 50% to 75% in the ie 10 
years.

marriages, which were practically unknown 20 years ago, so com- 
monplace today? One reason, as has been mentioned, was the 
example of the veterans. (Says one administrator, ‘“The kids saw 
the vets manage it and began asking, ‘Why not us?’”) Another is 
perhaps the general uncertainty of ‘today’s atomic world. (“Life is 
a bigger gamble than ever, and marriage seems a small risk to take.” 
“These kids enjoy starting out on a shoestring. They're willing to 
take a chance—and one reason they're willing is the uncertainty of 
the times.”’) The draft is certainly a factor. (° ‘Boys grow up thinking 
of themselves as cannon fodder, They try to seize their happiness 
while they can.” “It’s hard for older people to remember, but at the 
college age, the two years you have to wait if you don’t get married 
before you go into service can seem like an eternity.”’) 

For anol er cause of campus marriage, and indeed of early mar- 
riage in general, some of the parents who complain the most may 
have only themselves to blame. Many modern parents, especially 
in the socially ambitious suburbs, tend to worry themselves sick 
nowadays lest their offspri ing fail to merit such adjectiv es as ““pop- 
ular,” “gregarious,” “well “adjusted.” The result is that where 
grammar school boys and girls used to take pride in despising one 
another, they are now pushed into all kinds of precocious mutual 
admiration. The sixth grade has dances and the junior high school 
sirl owns a formal. Any child who fails to participate in this hot- 
house mingling is a wall flower and is given amateur psychiatric 
treatment by his parents until he comes around. 

In the words of Mrs. Lemo D. Rockwood, professor of child de- 
velopment and family relationships at Cornell: “So many parents, 
just as a matter of prestige, force their children into going through 
the motions of being an adult.” One result is that by high school 
the boys and girls are old hands at dating and are already going 
steady. As one dean of women has bluntly stated it, “A girl’s popu- 
larity used to be measured by her number of beaux. Now that’s a 
thing of the past. If you don’t go steady in high school you're con- 
sidered a dead duck.’ 

On the college campus, too, going steady is further encouraged 
by the high ratio of boys to girls at most coeducational schools. On 
one campus where the ratio is 7 to 2, a woman teacher observed, 
“About the only way a boy can have a Saturday night date here is 
to get engaged.”’ On the same campus a 20-year-old sophomore was 
once interviewed by the sociology department, which was seeking 
a frank discussion of his social life. He spoke in more cynical 
terms: “The competition almost forces you to go steady here be- 
cause it’s just too much trouble to get new dates all the time. I 
personally don’t care too much for the girls here. Also [ have a girl 
back home, and she’s probably the one [ll end up with. But for 
some time now I’ve dated one girl here pretty steadily.” 

The emotional climate that produces marriages in college also 
produces, especially among the girls, a good deal of worry “which 
more casual generations of campus romancers were spared. The 
usual pattern now is for the freshman girl arriving on the campus to 
receive quite a rush, especially from the older, more sophisticated 
and more attractive ‘upperclassmen. Soon she begins going steady 
with one of them, and eventually she is “pinned.”

But along about the time she is finishing her sophomore year, 
her boy is getting his diploma and going into the service. About 9 
out of 10 of these sophomore-senior romances break up at this 
point and the girl goes back to school as an unattached junior, 
broken-hearted, forced to start all over and already feeling much 
too old for the competition. All the boys on the campus are busy 
looking over the new crop of freshmen and are highly suspicious 
of any upper-class girl who has failed to make prior arrangements. 
Even if she has sorority sisters or dormitory friends willing to try 
to help her get around, she loses so much caste by accepting blind 
dates at this stage of her campus career that she would almost 
rather stay home. 

By the time she becomes a senior, her problem is doubly com- 
plicated by the knowledge that this is her last chance to accomplish 
what many girls nowadays seem to feel obligated to accomplish in 
college. Qne woman teacher in a Midwest state university says, 
“Any time I've gota senior in my class who isn’t engaged, I know 
I've got a neurotic girl on my hands.” A housemother in a sorority 
house at a state university in the east says, “It’s a pathetic thing 
to see all these senior girls who just don’t have any dates, even 


_ though they're very attractive. I worry about them all the time; I 


keep advising them to try to get jobs in advertising or in publica- 
tions, some sort of profession where they'll meet the right kind of 
unattached young men once they get out of school.” 

The same housemother, however, has also made note of the emo- 
tional ups and downs of the senior girl “pinned” to the typical sen- 
ior boy. ‘He's going into service and he wants someone to come 
back to, so he’s got half a mind to get married. Still, he’s afraid to 
take the responsibility. Some days he wants to get married and 
some days he doesn’ t, and the girl doesn’t know where she stands. 
The girls say it’s the boys who. are all mixed up about marriage.” 

Of all the factors responsible for the increase in campus mar- 
riages, the most important can be stated in one word: prosper- 
ity. In the past, the one big thing that kept students’ minds off 
the topic of matrimony was the chilling doubt of how long it 
would be, especially in the depressed 1930s, before they could pos- 
sibly support a wife in the manner expected of college graduates. 
Today they know that scouts for the big corporations are eagerly 
seeking out college seniors with offers of up to $400 a month to 
start, and that the wife too can get a fairly well-paid job just for 
the asking. Today’s students, who know the great Depression only 


‘ by hearsay and have personally observed nothing but year after 


year of practically full employment, are bound to take a rosy view 
of their economic prospects. They are also, in this era of the low 
down payment and easy credit terms, convinced that anyone who 
feels the need of having a few thousand dollars in the savings ac- 
count before establishing a home is a hopeless old reactionary. 
Thus, when love strikes, it seems foolish to these modern young- 
sters to wait. “You ask them why they want to get married,”’ one 
dean of men says, “and they say why not?” Says a chaplain, “The 
boy tells the girl, your daddy’s s sending you to college; my daddy’s 


- sending me—let’s join forces.” 


The usual pattern in today’s campus marriages calls for both 
sets of parents to continue supporting the young couple. Mr. and 
Mrs. Summers at Cornell, for example, keep house under such an

arrangement. His family continues to pay his tuition and the same 
allowance that he used to spend in a fraternity house, Her family 
provides her tuition plus what she formerly had to spend for room, 
board and clothing, although on general principles her former $25 
a month spending allowance has been cut off. 

In addition Summers has worked during vacations at his family 
canning business in Pennsylvania, thus paying all living costs for 
this period and saving enough for the obstetrical expenses of the 
first baby. During the. school term he has worked roughly 15 hours 
a week as a $1.00-an-hour part-time office helper. All in all they 
have had no trouble whatever keeping up a pleasant $80-a-month 
furnished apartment and have seemed to prove that this is a case 
where three can live just about as cheaply as one. 

Mrs. Summers managed to continue her classes without a full- 
time nursemaid with a very simple scheme. She merely arranged 
with a sorority sister, whose first baby was expected about the 
same time as hers, to work outa schedule for the following college 
term which timed all her own classes for Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Fridays, her friend’s for Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays. 
They baby-sit for each other on alternate days. 

At Washington University in St. Louis, James S, and Ann Miller 
are comfortably subsidized by both sets of parents. Mrs. Miller’s 
mother buys her daughter’s clothes, but the bulk of the rest of the 
couple’s expenses is met by the husband’s father. Miller neverthe- 
less has taken on some odd jobs, just for the extra cash. 

Ronald and Dorothy Thron, premedical and nursing students at 
Adelphi College on Long Island, meet their financial requirements 
with the help of a scholarship and a part-time job that Ronald has 
with his father, a doctor. 

The number of subsidized marriages does not necessarily mean 
that most parents are deliriously happy about the idea, for in a way 
they have little choice. The prosperity which encourages the stu- 
dents has also blunted the chief argument of the reluctant parent: 
the contention that he is not prepared to go on supporting indefi- 
nitely a son, a daughter-in- -law and babies. Since under today’s 
conditions the problem of support promises to end on graduation 
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MARRIED GRADUATE STUDENTS like Thomas Evaul of University of 
North Carolina outnumber single men doing advanced study at many schools.

day, the parent has a hard time making a case for cutting off 
allowances in the few intervening months or years. The boy’s 
parents run the risk that if their son is refused permission and 
help to marry he will either quit school or have to work so hard 
on the side that he will not benefit fully from his classes. The girl’s 
parents run the risk that their daughter will quit school to support 
her new husband while he finishes. 

Despite these bleak alternatives some parents do put their foot 
down. Sometimes this stops the marriage plans and sometimes it 
does not. In the latter case parental disapproval often lasts only 
until the first baby is born, at which time all objections dissolve in 
the glow of grandparenthood and financial support is not only 
resumed but increased. 

One marriage counselor who obviously favors the younger gener- 
ation as against the older likes to say, “The funny thing is that 
parents push their kids into dating at 11 and 12; they watch the 
kids go out with a ‘steady’ three times a week in high school, and 
then they’re absolutely floored when a young couple wants to get 
‘married at the fairly mature age of 21.” 

Unquestionably there still remains a strong parental prejudice 
against marriage during college years. On the other hand there 
is evidence that the attitude of parents has greatly changed within 
a generation, and all in the direction of taking a more open-minded 
view of campus marriages. 

In the old days when a college degree was more or less a rarity, 
| parents who sent a girl through school expected her to “do some- 
thing” with her degree; a college girl who “threw away” her edu- 
cation by getting married too early was considered ungrateful. 
Nowadays most parents of coeds are frank to admit that a girl goes 
to school as much to find a husband as to get a diploma. It is 
mostly the boys’ parents who still seem to resist the idea. It is by 
no means unusual, when a boy and girl brace their two sets of 
parents on the subject of matrimony, to find the girl’s parents 
barely able to hide their enthusiasm and the boy’s parents barely 
able to hide their chagrin. 

One thing that seems to have had a great effect in inducing the 
parents of college boys to go along with the idea of marriage is the 
Kinsey Report and all the other frank discussion in modern life 
of the fact that boys will be men, regardless of how immature and 
innocent they seem. “You find a lot of parents nowadays,” said 
one dean of men, “‘who aren’t exactly happy about the fact their 
son wants to get married, don’t think he’s quite ready for it, 
yet still keep saying they realize it’s ‘more wholesome’ for him to 
have a wife.” 

The whole attitude toward sex on the campus, in fact, has come 
in for a good deal of revision within the past generation, not only 
by parents but by school officials as well. It was not many years 
ago that any coed who had the misfortune of becoming pregnant 
outside of wedlock was summarily shown the door, like the poor 
heroine of East Lynne. (In many schools any coed who had the 
bad taste to become pregnant even if legally married was also 
thrown out, if indeed she had not already been dismissed for getting

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married at all.) Today the girl and boy who love not wisely but 
too well can consult the school physician, chaplain, psychiatrist 
or student counselor, who usually will try to help get them mar- 
ried as quickly and unobtrusively as possible, so that nobody but 
the immediate families need be any the wiser. 

“After all,” one chaplain points out, “these young college 
people, especially if they go to the same classes, are together more 
than some married people. You have to allow for this physical 
intimacy of life in a college town.” 

Anyone who goes around talking about the campus marriage 
situation with educators, parents and students is likely to hear sex 
discussed so often that it sometimes seems as if these marriages 
are conceived of solely as therapeutic measures. This worries many 
of the experts in the field. They believe that while all marriages in 
our modern society face innumerable knotty problems (as is attest- 
ed by our divorce rate) young marriages face more than others, 
and college marriages face perhaps the most of all. One special 
worry is that by and large the college student is far more mature 
biologically than in any of the other ways that count—for exam- 
ple, in his working habits and his emotional life. 

For many years, the counselors point out, we have had practically 
two completely different breeds of young folk in the U.S. The chil- 
dren of the less educated class have grown up with the under- 
standing that they would quit after elementary or high school, get 
jobs and immediately stand on their own two feet. Everything 
about their training and the attitudes in their homes has tended to 
make them independent adults at 18. Young people of this type 
have always tended to marry fairly early, with a minimum of com- 
plications. The offspring of the better educated classes, on the other 
hand, have remained in a rather childish condition well into their 
20s, still almost completely dependent on their parents, almost 
never faced with making an important decision, completely inexpe- 
rienced at holding a job or paying their own way. 

As Dr. Emily Mudd of the Marriage Council of Philadelphia 
puts it, “More than most countries in the world, we keep our 
young people protected and indulged.”” And this, she contends, 
greatly complicates the problem of campus marriage: “One of the 
great hazards is that people without real job experience haven't 
matured and don’t know what they want out of life.” 

Most educators, it should be pointed out, feel that today’s college 
students are far more mature than those of a generation ago, but 
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GUIDANCE CLASS for young people who are planning to take on family 
responsibilities while they are in college is conducted at the University of 
Chicago by Nelson Foote (standing), director of the Family Study Center. 
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even on the campus there are eloquent dissenters to this point of 
view. One dean of men comments, “In the old days if you got 
to college, found you couldn't read fast enough and therefore 
couldn't keep up with your studies, that was just your hard luck, 
Nowadays we have a reading clinic for kids like that. We have two 
administrators working full time to take care of any financial prob- 
lems the students may have. We have a vocational guidance clinic 
and a mental health clinic. In every ney housing 225 men 
we have six student advisers just to help them adjust. Besides all 
this we've now set up a faculty committee to help freshmen with 
their social and cultural problems, Sometimes I think that all we 
ask of them is that they do their own breathing. How can we expect 
them to act like adults?” 

Whether this criticism is too harsh or not, one does hear around 
the campuses some horrible examples of marriages founded on im- 
maturity: the coed who discovered that her new husband was such 
a baby that every time he had the slightest case of sniffles she had 
to stay home from her own classes to nurse him, or the boy whose 
new wife turned out to have such fancy and impractical tastes 
that finally in desperation he quit school to try to get_enough: 
money to satisfy them. Sometimes a bride, though bothered by. 
her husband’s lack of decision, excuses it on the grounds that he is! 
still financially dependent on his parents, only to discover after he| 
eraduates and gets a job that he is still a mama’s boy and presuma- 
bly always will: be. 

Dependence on parents is one of the real pitfalls of the sub-| 
sidized marriage. Is the girl whose marriage is financed by her| 
parents primarily a bride or primarily a daughter? In the case of | 
aman, is he a husband or a son? 

There was one recent marriage which almost broke up simply | 
beeause the bride felt obligated to call her folks every Saturday 
night, tell them how she was doing in her classes and accept their | 
chiding when she was doing badly—all to the great annoyance of | 
a husband who thought this was now none of their business. 

Some parents use their financial support to keep control of the 
son or daughter. Others fear to give the children sufficient finan- 
cial aid lest they “cripple” the young couple’s growth. In this new 
and difficult situation there are few guideposts. Most of the experts | 
feel that there is nothing inherently bad about a subsidized mar- 
riage. But in Dr. Mudd’s words, “It takes exceptionally adult chil- 
dren and exceptionally adult parents to work it out.” 

There are apparently some minor hazards which are peculiar to 
the campus marriage—and which any young couple who decide to 
take the big step must be prepared to face in addition to all the 
major problems. Dr. C. Douglas Darling, a psychiatrist who heads 
the mental health clinic at Cornell and thus has had the opportu- 
nity to study some of the problem marriages at first hand, lists 
these common difficulties: 

Lack of time. For the average student, especially if he has a lot 
of afternoon classes or labs that push his homework into the eve- 
ning hours, college is a time-consuming job and one that he cannot 
just forget when “he sits down to dinner. The campus newlyweds 
are likely to find they have far less free time together than they had 
assumed they would have from observation of their parents.

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CAMPUS MARRIAGES continuep 


The burden of housework. Most college girls have no conception 
of how long it takes to dust, mop, straighten, make beds, cook, 
wash dishes and do the laundry i in even the smallest apartment. 
This unexpectedly difficult job, plus the business of being a wife 
and a student as well, can be a serious load. 

Isolation from classmates, The husband and bride are still the 
minority on the campus and no matter how hard they try to keep 
up their former friendships and easygoing relationships with their 
classmates, they find themselves increasingly excluded from the 
group, just at an age when they most desire group acceptance. 
The various boys’ and girls’ clubs on the campus, owever silly 
they may seem to old grads in retrospect, do provide a lot of whole- 
some social satisfaction to students. Married students tend to 
drop out—and to feel the void, 

The bleakness of vacations. Nothing looks grimmer or lonelier 
than a college campus which has been deserted for Christmas or 
Easter week when all the students go home. The married couple, 
left behind because this is their home, are likely to find these 
periods a melancholy crisis. 

Inability to get around. Unless the couple has an automobile, 
which is rare, they have a hard time getting around. Whereas they 
once could count on a lift from friends or dates, they now are stuck 
in or near their apartments—and likely to develop a kind of newer- 
day boredom. 

There are hundreds and thousands of couples around the cam- 
puses, however, whose radiant happiness is unmistakable and un- 
deniable and who would simply laugh at such a list of problems. 
On Dr. Darling’s own campus, for example, a LIFE correspondent 
showed the list to a young couple named Pat and Dave Ellison. 
Both are 20; they met at a freshman “‘mixer” two years ago. They 
have been helped by their parents in their marriage, which is now 
eight months old. The only thing that has surprised the Ellisons 
about keeping house is that “‘it is so much cheaper than we expect- 
ed.” On the matter of available time together, Dave has no desire 
to go back to the days when he used to run from his fraternity 
house to her dormitory just to work a five-minute chat into an 
evening study session, or found himself hanging on the phone so 
much that his fraternity brothers threatened to fine him. 

Pat does all the housework on weekends, when she also prepares 
and puts into the refrigerator enough soups and casseroles for the 
next week’s lunches. (Dinner is cooked by whoever gets home 
first in the afternoon and never takes more than 20 minutes.) The 
Ellisons, who prefer hikes to cocktail parties, feel no lack whatever 
of friends or social life. As for the bleakness of vacation time in a 
college town, they feel that the recent Easter vacation when they 
were left alone with no work to do at Cornell was “positively the 
nicest week we ever had.” In regard to the lack of an automobile, 
Pat says, “Where do you want to go?” 


A charm hard to resist 
\ “ATCHING a couple like Pat and Dave Ellison or the Sum- 


mers managing to be students and parents simultaneously 
by virtue of their ingenious baby-sitting arrangement, it is hard to 
resist the charm of these young people daring to make a gamble 
which would have horrified students of the past. A good many fac- 
ulty people have become out-and-out partisans of the campus mar- 
riage. ‘‘I’d call it a great advantage to be married in college,” said a 
professor at Northwestern University. “It cuts out a lot of this 
silly dating and it saves the mind from worrying all the time about 
dates. If more of my students were married I'd get more work out 
of them.” Said a dean at M.I.T., “The married students are a good 
influence on the college community, both academically and social- 
ly. They are a more serious group and have a deep feeling of re- 
sponsibility.” An administrator at Stanford University comment- 
ed, “I have known men who were just scraping by in their studies. 
Then they got married and we never had another worry with them.” 
Some of the most enthusiastic commentators are the medical 
people. One doctor who handles many of the obstetrical cases at 
Cornell University said, “These modern girls are simply mar- 
velous in the biological sense. Even their pelvic measurements 
are better than their mothers’ used to be and their labor period 
is shorter. . . . Another fine thing is that they want their babies; 
they’re not the least bit apprehensive about bearing a child or 
rearing it afterward. Oh, sure, a girl who's just getting married 
may say she doesn’t want to have a baby until her husband is 
out of school and has a job. But then she'll immediately add, 
"After that I want six of them.’” 
In this connection Nelson N. Foote, director of the Family 
Study Center at the University of Chicago, points out that the

recent much-publicized “baby boom,” which is increasing the U.S. 
population so rapidly and helping keep business swinging along 
merrily on the one hand while creating a dreadful shortage of 
school facilities on the other, has been mostly a matter of bigger 
families on the part of the better educated classes. The once 
lamented failure of the college classes to produce enough children 
to replace them appears to be a thing of the past. Foote’s con- 
clusion is that the earlier marriage among college people must be 
working out satisfactorily and that the young couples must have 
every confidence in their own ability to meet any future problems. 
“Nobody’s forcing them to have larger families,” he says. ““They 
seem to prefer it.” 

The big objection to these campus marriages, as far as the future 
of our nation and our civilization is concerned, may be something 
that few students of the problem have yet got around to consider- 
ing. There seem to be a significant number of cases where a student 
who gets married loses a good deal of his get-up-and-go. Basking in 
his new-found conservatism as a householder, he decides that his 
present circumstances are so comfortable that he need not extend 
himself to fulfill his former ambition to become a great independ- 
ent trial lawyer but will settle for a salaried job in some insurance 
company’s legal department. In fact, some of these young hus- 
bands, with wives willing to help support them, seem to become 
almost pathologically lazy, and go on accepting the help through 
interminable years of graduate study and odd jobs taken on while 
deciding what to do next. 

Some of the young couples, after living on a campus where none 
of their peers worries about such things as furniture, clothing or 
other worldly possessions, seem to reach a quick mutual agree- 
ment that the outside world is too much. After one try at holding 
a nonacademic job and catching up with the Joneses in some aver- 
age suburb, they give up and flee back to the campus, to take any 
kind of scholarship or teaching job available, in a spot where they 
can live on indefinitely in some old low-cost veteran trailer with- 
out losing caste. 

There are many psychologists who would argue that this is a 
good thing, that our nation has been far too ambition-ridden in the 
past. [t does, however, mark a great change from our national his- 
tory. We used to urge our boys to apply themselves, work late at 
the office, save their money and in general make men of themselves 
before getting married. A good many young men, unburdened by 
family, have moved hither and thither, from job to job and area to 
area, and have thus helped settle the undeveloped industries and 
sections of the country. [he new generation of young married 
students seems to have less urge to travel, in any way, shape or 
form. As one thoughtful father said recently, “If my two boys 
asked me today to keep supporting them through college after 
they got married, I don’t honestly know. I don’t know whether [’d 
be encouraging them to become men or mice.”

Urged on by Administrator of Civil Defense Val Pe- 
terson, who advises all U.S. citizens to build some 
sort of shelter against the H-bomb “right now,” the 
Walter Kidde Nuclear Laboratories have produced a 
shelter for a family of five.

America’s Arts & Skills 


When the color photograph of this Revolutionary War drum first 
showed up in Lire’s editorial offices a few weeks ago, it set off a lot 
of intramural gabbing. One expert adviser spotted the bomb at the 
bottom of the drawing on the drum side. ‘“‘Looks like the branch in- 
signia they wear in Army Ordnance right now,” he said. That sparked 
a minute examination of the other fascinating details of the drawing— 
the Guilford flag (upper right), the curious face, the chain shot, and the 
French fleur-de-lis. 

Nothing was resolved because very little 1s actually Known about the 
drum, It is genuine, but even expert antiquarians have not yet verified 
its origin and history. But we had fun poring over the picture, just as 
you will when you see it in Lire next week. It will appear along with 
60 other examples of American art and design as part of a 14-page 
color essay, ““Craftsmen and Patriots.” 

This will be the second instalment in LIre’s continuing series, 
“America’s Arts and Skills.” It will examine, in full color, the art and 


design of America’s Revolutionary period, an age that saw the further 
severing of artistic ties with the European Continent and a develop- 
ment of our own tradition, 

To be sure, our colonial artists and designers still owed inspiration 
to British furniture designers like Chippendale and Hepplewhite, to 
Dutch painters like Van Dyck, to German gunsmiths like the Kuchen- 
reuter family. But this was the age of Painter John Singleton Copley, 
of Paul Revere, a superb designer of silverware, of Samuel McIntire, 
architect and carver. These men and their contemporaries created for 
America a cultural heritage all our own. 

That heritage is characterized by a dominant trait: ““beauty with 
usefulness.”” A good example is the Pennsylvania rifle. You'll have a 
chance to admire its clean lines and functional beauty in a three-page- 
wide picture next week. And you can judge the usefulness of the rifles 
by the fact that the British soldiers who had to face their fire used to 
tag them “the most fatal widow and orphan makers in the world,”
